It 1h assumed that despotic
govornmentH nre otherwise. The King
owes his own preservation and the per-

petuation of his Kingdom to the fidelity
of his subjects. A wise ruler rewards
those who have shown their loyalty in
their deeds.

All are not to be trusted treachery
often attains high places andlunowhere
ho dangerous as when it approaches the
fountain-hea- d of the government. Gov-

ernments are established for the welfare
of the people and should be for the pro
tection of all classes. This is the chief
idea of a Republican form of govern-
ment, ami anything short of tills is an
Imposition upon the people.

Every individual is endowed by na-

ture with personal and property rights ;

but he has no security in the possession
of either outside of government protec-
tion. Laying aside (hat protection
which the government allbrds, and left
to the mercy of the lawless, the rich
would become poor indeed, or the poor
would become miserable under an
aristocratic rule. The necessities for
the establishment of Government arc
absolute, and the perpetration of just
ones is of the highest possible import-
ance. The American Republic arose
from its own necessities. All alike re
ceive protection now, (thanks to a loyal
Congress) and where protection is offered
responsibilities are incurred. If all
classes nre remembered with equal care,
cnuallv then are all classes under obli
gations to maintain the government ;

but no class is under obligation to it
without protection.

Governments arc cither continued by
moral and intellectual education of all
classes, or by keeping in hand large
standing armies. The experience of the
more enlightened Nations has approved
of tho Common School system ; and
those who would receive the greatest
protection from tho government are un-

der the highest obligations to maintain
our Comman Schools. Intelligence is
tho nursery of patriotism, and thegreat-es- t

legacy a country can bestow upon n
soldier is the education of his children,
or it may bo tho orphans of him who is
no longer permitted to exercise a fath-
er's care.

The foundations of the experimental
American Republic were laid deep and
strong in the wisdom of its founders,
and tho war of tho Rebellion could not
have arisen in any section of the coun-
try If the idea of our Common Schools
and the equality of all men had not been
mistakon or abridged. Prosperity had
followed and flattered this nation in an
unexampled manner, when suddenly
Its very existenco was threatened with
annihilation. It was then the para
mount duty of every one who was uii
dor obligations to tho government (and
nil haq been oxoont tho slave) to rally
nrom,puy or to encourage others to its
maintain ance. It may be said that tho
government owes its gratitude to no
one for simply doing his duty, and in
repaying at such a time the indebted
less quo the Government for tho favors
of a life-tim- e received : but when we re
fleet upon tho straniro apostacy of a largo
proportion of tiie American people the
treason of hundreds of thousands of
those in whom democracy only existed
In the name, our gratitude as a neonl
is duo those who stood as a "wall of lire"
between us and the enemies of our gov
eminent.
